Secondary school 
in the USSR

Today, full teconda/y educa- 
tion In this country Is rocelved 
by 99.4 par cenl of young poo- 

E l*, which means Hint it has 
econie genuinely unlvorial. It 
Ii hard lo ovorastimata Hie so- 
dAi slgnllicanco ol this tact. Let 
ui lake a look at some of Ihe 
main aspects. 

First. The general educational 
level among tha IS constituent 
republics has become piacllc- 
ally equal, whereas In the 
reconi past II varied widely. 
Whilo ihe averago number ol 
persons in this country wllh a 
complete higher and secondary 
education Is 8J) persons per a 
ilioiisaiid employed In tho 
economy. In Uzbekistan, a for- 
mer colonial outlying area ol 
Ihe Russian Empire, IFiis figure 
is &7S. In Turkmenia, Ji stands 
nl 632, in Georgia 877.

New organ

OLD RUSSIAN RECORDS ON DISPLAY 


The House of Culture at the 
Apretcvka Records Factory, lliu 
biggest tn this country, has 
opened a museum Illustrating tho 
factory’s history. The exhibits on 
display tell the story or the re- 
cord Industry in this country. 
The first Russian records were 
released in September 19L0 at 
die Aprelovka station near Mos- 
cow. Today, thesis first releases 
weighing nearly a pound can be 
seen at the museum. 

Among the Items on display 
are the first gramophones, pho- 
tographs of scientists whose na- 
mes have come down to us in 


the history of record-making, 
and portraits of Leo Tolstoy, 
Fyodor Cliallnpln, and Maxim 
Gorky who early this century 
made recordings of their voices. 

Tlie history at Aprclevka ref- 
lects tills country's history In 
music, prose and poetry. Song* 
dating hack to the times of the 
Civil War, and to the first five- 
year plans, as well as molodlei 
of pre-war times. The factory 
continued to release songs oven 
during World War II. 

In its 70-year history, the Ap- 
ralcvka factory lias produced 
more than one and a half thou- 
sand million records. 


The first performance of '“L'ln- 
contro Improviso", the opera by 
the outstanding Austrian com- 
poser, ’ J, Haydn, haB taken 
place at the Moscow Chamber 
Musical Theatre. This Is the first 
time Ifth op6ra has been staged ■ 
anywhere la the world.

Kaliningrad library of Azerbaijan literature

A new organ made by Czech- 
oslovak specialists was heard 
for the first time recently at the 
conceit hall of organ music, In 
Kaliningrad. The Kaliningrad 
organ aifords practically un- 
limited possibilities for organ- 
bta to play works by composers 
or oil epochs and styles ranging 
from the majestic polyphony of 
Bach and Hftndel to music by 
modem authors. 

Various types of hard conifer- 
ous wood, such as silver fir, fir, 
. pine, and ebony were used In 
its const ruction, as well as tin, 
lead, end copper. Kaliningrad's 
new organ, which Is regarded as 
one of the biggest in the world, 
has 3,300 pipes of different 
diameter and size ranging from 
five millimetres in breadth to 
five metres In length. It weighs 
more than twenty tonnes.
